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STORM TOSSED!

R k a o i k o , Pa., Jan. 10. —A fierce cy~ 
clone swept over tiie northern portion 
of the city of Beading, Pa., yesterday 
afternoon, at 5 o'clock, and carried ruin 
and death in its wake. 
A number 
boildingB were blown down and the loss 
of life was great, while many people 
were badly injured. 


It first touched the Mount Penn stove 
works, where the comer of the building 
was stnu^ and a portion of the roof was 
out off as nicely as if done with a pair of 
scissors, and next overturned a passen- 
ger car standing near on the tra<^. Di- 
MOUy on one aide of the tracks of the 
Beading railroad company was situated 
the paint shops of the company, a one 
•tory building, 60x160 feet. Here thirty 
men were employed painting passenger 
coaches. 


The building was struck sqiiarely in 
the middle, and the bricks scattered 
about as if they were playthings, cars 
were turned topsy-turvey and burie d 
under the debris, and four persons were 
killed and others injvired. 


The storm then visited the Beading 
silk mills, where 175 girls were employ- 
^ 
The huge building went down with 
a^oxash and the occupants were buried 
ia file rains. 


A iarge portion of the girls worked on 
the upper floor, consequently they were 
near the top of the debris. 
About 250 
girls and young women were usually 
employed in the mill, but at 4 o'clock 
about eii^ty^ were relieved from duty for 
tiie day. They returned to their homes 
before the storm came. The most reli- 
able estimate, last night at 12 o'clock, 
placed the number in the building when 
it went down iii the neighborhood of 
175, and ItO of these were rescued by 
Abends or dragged themselves out im- 
mediately after the accident, and seven- 
s-five are supposed to have perished. 


TO-DAT'S PABTICUIiABS 
OIVBN. 


R e a d i n g , Pa., Jan. 10.—All night 
long the men assisted in the work of 
rescuing the dead. The disaster is fully 
as bad as reported last nig^t. The list 
of the fatal cases will reach 100 and 
maybe more. The hospitals and under- 
taking establishments are filled with the 
victims. The physicians are all busy 
and many private houses have been 
opened for the accommodatiou of the in- 
jured. 


Mayor Kennedy, at 2 o'clock this 
morning, issued a proclamation asking 
the professional and business men and 
other citizens able to favorably respond 
to meet at the court house this after- 
noon, to devise ways and means to aid 
the injured and assist the families of 
those who perished last night in the fall 
of the silk mill and at the Philadelphia 
and Beading railroad paint-shop. 


The work of rescue is greatly re- 
tarded from the singular manner in 
which the silk mill collapsed. It did'nt 
blow over, but crushed down, falling in 
on itself in one mass, not a vestige of 
the walls remain standing above the 
stone foundation. 
The rafters and 
timbers of tiie flooring projected in all 
directions. As the building was steam- 
heated, the ruins did not take fire, oth- 
erwise not one of the unfortunate could 
possibly have escaped death in the most 
appalling form. 


THS AWFCIi aOBBOB DKSOBIBBD BY AM 
' XTK WITMXSS. 
The only eye witness to the disaster 
so far known was Mrs. Oemmill, resid- 
ing on Mulberry street. 
She said to a 
reporter: "I heard an awful crash, ran 
to the front door and a great cloud of 
dust hung over the silk mill. 
I could 
hear the crashing of timbers and the 
roof falling. 
The next moment I saw 
the mill a great heap of ruins, from the 
midst of which came sudi awful moan- 
ing and groaning and t^rible cries as I 
never want to hoar iigain." 


From the statement of some of those 
who escaped from the building, it ap- 
peMs to have gone down in an instant. 
There was a kmd crash of breaking tim- 
bers, and the persons in the mill all 
nidied towazd the main doors. A good 
many snooeeded in getting oat, while 
four gitk saved ttietasrives bj jumping 
from the aeootid-stoKy window. 


Mr. OeoKge OMiuihftW, one of the pro- 
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shop shows five killed and two injured. 
The loss to the Philadelphia and Bead- 
ing road by the burning of its paint 
shop and passenger cars is probably 
$65,000, and to the silk mill and ma- 
chinery about $110,000. 


The policemen and county officers are 
satisfied that at least twenty persons are 
still in the wreck. 


At noon it was estimated that ten 
thousand people surrounded the scene 
of the silk mill disaster. They greatly 
interfered with the work of removing 
the debirs and the taking out of dead, 
and finally the Beading artillerists, the 
city's only military organization, were 
called out and ordered to the ruins to 
keep back the crowds. This morning 
eight more bodies were taken from the 
ruins. 


The confusion is great and a full list 
of the dead and injured is not yet in the 
hands of any one. Considerable money 
is contributed for the relief of the suffer- 
ers. The latest estimate of the killed 
has been reduced to fifty, but this is un- 
certain, as no one knows how many lie 
buried beneath the debris. 


OALAMrrX AT SUNBtmT. 


StWBUBY, Pa., Jan. 10.—At 5:30 yes- 
terday afternoon, a storm came sudden- 
ly, and blew over two of the stacks of 
tiie Sunbury nail mill. They crashed 
through the roof, completely demolish- 
ing the puddling department of the 
building. 
Thirty-five men were em- 
ployed in this department, and half of 
them were buried in the debris. Killed, 
nine; wounded, three; and four are 
missing. 


FOTTBTKBN DEAD AT PrTTSBCBO. 


PiTTSBtjBG, Jan. 10.—The search for 
the victims was kept up all night and 
will be vigorously continued until the 
debris is cleared away. 
This will prob- 
ably take several days. 
At six this 
morning the remains of two men were 
found. The death list now foots up to 
fom-teen; wounded, thirty-five, andmiss- 
ing, eight. A number of those wounded 
are in a critical condition. 


AT lOMA, OHIO. 
liiiiA, Ohio, Jan. 10.—Great damage 
was done here yesterday by the heavy 
wind storm. Hundreds of derricks and 
pumping houses w^ere blown down in 
the oil field and the top of the Befonned 
Germein church spire was twisted off 
and the building otherwise damaged. 
The court house and many private resi- 
dences were damaged. 


AT HABRISBtTBU. 


H a r r i s b c r g , Jan. 10.—A terrible and 
destructive storm swept over the city 
yesterday afternoon. It was of short 
duration, but damaged property to the 
amout of $20,000. Houses were un- 
roofed, awnings torn dcwn, and several 
buildings wrecked. The storm came 
from the weet. The wind had a velocity 
of seventy-five miles an hour. 


IN VIRGINIA. 


W h e e l i n g , Jan. 10.—The storm yes- 
terday did a great amount of damage in 
this city and neighboring towns. Many 
buildings were unroofed, or otherwise 
damaged. At Parkersburg and points 
below the water fell in a perfect deluge 
and streams were swollen. The reports 
continue to come in of the great damage 
by the storm throughout West Virginia, 
touching on Ohio and eastern Ohio, 
In 
many cases the houses were carried 
away bodily. 
On the river several 
steamboats were blown to the shore. 


THBOUOH THE NOBTHWEST. 


C h i c a g o , Jan. 10.—^Dispatches from 
many points in Michigan, Indiana, Illi- 
noies, Iowa and Wisconsin indicate that 
yesterday's storm was general through- 
out the northwest, although the most 
severe in Northern Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan. 
In upper Michigan the fall of 
snow ranges from eight inches to a foot. 
In Wisconsin there was a snow fall of 
from four inches to three feet. 
The 
belt starts in the southwestern part of 
the state and extends diagonially across 
to Cheboygan. 
The heaviest fall was 
below Chippewa Falls. Through a belt 
in that section, 100 miles wide, there is 
a fall of from one to two feet. 
Every 
Wisconsin road is affected more or less. 
All are running trains. 
The lumber- 
men in Michigan and Wisconsin are 
greatly pleased with the snow falL 


AT OTHXB POniTS. 


N k w 
Y o b s , Jan. 10.—A big snow 
sfamck New York last night, and for 
minutes a regular tornado pre- 
vailed. The most disastrous result was 
at the navy yard in Brooklyn, where 
(me-halfof the roof of the main build- 
ings was blown off. Fortunately no 
one vnm killed, bat «is injured. 
With 
tile exception of Oapt Williams, who 
sewsnly oat, aU reeeived sliig^t 
bnufaMS. 
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struck New York. It then whipped out 
to the sea. 
In the state, while tiie 
wind did considerable damage, a heavy 
rain f ^ was a principal feature. The 
steamer, George Appold, went ashore on 
Long Island, near Sag Harbor, and was 
entirely lost. The crew was saved. 


CiiEVEiiAND, O., Jan. 10.—The reports 
from many towns of northern Ohio say 
the wind storm of yesterday did consid- 
erable damage to property. 
At Akron 
chimneys and trees were blown down. 
Thus far no loss of life is reported. 


D e b b o i t , Jan. 10.—^There is no tele- 
graphic communication between this 
city and Buffalo, but it is understood 
here that it was the foot bridge and n ^ 
the new suspension bridge at Niagam 
Falls which was blown down by yester- 
day 's storm. No damage to shipping 
thus far has been reported here.

The senate was called to order by 
Judge Mitchell, of the supreme court, 
at 10 o'clock. 
Judge Mitchell asked 
whether State Auditor Carr was present 
to call the roll. 
Mr. Carr answered 
Irom the rear of the chamber that he 
was present, but that Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Bobertson was waiting at the door 
to organize the senate. 


Senator Barrett saia that as the audi- 
tor had refused to perform his duty and 
as there was a vacancy in tiie office of 
lieutenant governor, the senate would 
proceed to organize without the assist- 
ance of the auditor. 


Judge Mitchell called the roll of the 
senators-elect and 
administered 
the 
oath of office to Senator Cox, who was 
made president pro tem., and the or- 
ganization completed by electing Green 
Smith, secretary, John D. Carter, as- 
sistant, and E, H. Hamilton, door- 
keeper. 


From the time Judge Mitchell called 
the senate to order to the completion of 
the organization the republican senators 
howled, n ^ resolutions, adopted them 
among themselves, made speeches and 
appointed a committee to conduct Rob- 
ertson to the chair. 


But poor Bobertson was at the door, 
where he remained during the entire 
session, with a howling mob behind 
him. 


The l^slature will receive Governor 
Gray's message to-morrow. 


THE HOUSS CAUCUS IiAST 
NIGHT. 


When Bepresentative Pleasants called 
the caucus to order at 8 o'clock, last 
night, fifty-six democrats answered to 
their names, 
£very democratic mem- 
bei- was present. Mr. Harrell, of Frank- 
lin, was made chairman, Mr. Henry, of 
Floyd, secretary, and Messrs. Bingham, 
of Marion, and Pleasants, of Dearborn, 
Ohio and Switzerland, 
tellers.

While the tellers called out aloud, 
alternately, "NiBlack," "Schmuck,"in 
counting the votes, every member kept 
tally, and when the last vote had been 
counted, every one knew the result be- 
fore the chairman was enabled to an- 
nounce the result, which was: 


Schmuck, 23; Nibhick, 28;WiUard, 5; 
total, 56; necessary to a choice, 29. 


As will be seen Niblack was short one 
vote, and when Mr. Willard withdrew 
his name the members looked at each 
other as much as to say, "the next bal- 
lot will be a close one between Schmuck 
and Niblack," but not a word was ut- 
tered, nor did a member leave his seat 
to do log rolling.

I n d i a h a p o u s , Jan. 10,—T>ihing the 
reports thereon of forty-opo < ounties of 
the state, the returns for 1884 showed a 
total of 7,864 marriages and 741 divorces; 
for 1885, 7,390 marriages and 719 di- 
vorces; for 1886, 7,435 marriages and 
746 divorces; for 1887, 7,772 marriages 
and 816 divorces; for 1888, 7,713 mar- 
riages and 821 divorces. 


As there axe ninety-two counties in 
the state, the retams from the forty- 
one, when doubled, the state statistican 
says, would approximate very nearly the 
number of marriages and divorces dur- 
ing the past five years. 
The figures 
show the per centage of divorces to mar- 
riages to be about 10, or, in otherwords, 
for every 1,000 couples who embark on 
the Indiana sea of matrimony about 100 
couples make shipwreck l)efore they 
reach the final haven. 


Tipi)ecanoe county has the biggest di- 
vorce record, the percentage being 17.26, 
or nearly one in five. Clay comes next, 
with a percentage of 17.5. Perry is the 
lowest county, with a per centage of 
5.8, and Hendricks next, with a per- 
centage of 5.9. Five counties run over 
14 per cent, and five run under 7 per 
cent.

627. 


INMATES of the Indiana Female Be- 
formatory are under control of the in- 
stitution until t h ^ readi the age of 
eighteen years. 
Many of them are re- 
leased conditionally before that, but 
their freedom is conditioned on good 
behavior. The managers of the reform- 
atory wül ask the general assembly to 
extend the time of their supervision to 
twenty-one years instead of ei^teen. 
Th^have found that the girls behave 
properly until this oversight expires, 
and then when subjected to evil influ- 
ences often yield, as they are often not 
sufficiently mature at that age toresist 
temptation. Ú their supervision con- 
tinued three years longer themanagen 
think the chazacter oí die girls would be 
more firmly estaUished, and the conse- 
quent UabOity to go wrong vegcy much 
dimmished.

demand for additional funds has become 
so pressing tíiat the state tax must be 
increased car else a pennanent loan will 
have to be negotiated. 
A temporaiy 
loan win also have to be made to meet 
present necessitiee, and hence the 
laton will be foroed to give immediate 
attention to the financial matten or go 
without their salaries.

convenes 
there 
will

dollar 
in the treasury, except it be taken from 
ftmds sacred to other purposes, and no 
increase (tf the tax levy can be of benefit 
for two years to come, for a law can not 
go into effect, Ininging additional money 
into the treasury, ' until the taxes for 
1890 are collected. 
The tax rate is now 
twelve cents on each $100, from which 
is realized about ^ $1,200,000 annually. 
In additiQn, the state receives about 
$200,000 annually from the insurance 
fées aind other sources. 
The lowest 
timate of the demands upon the ^ t e 
treasury, since the completion of the 
new insane 
a^lums, is 
$1,650,000, 
which is nearly $250,000 in exces of 
present receipts. 
There is yet due on 
the new hospitals, 
and the sailors' 
and soldiers' orphans' home, and the 
soldiers' monument, all of which has 
been appropriated, about $300,000, and 
$500,000 will be necessary to furnish the 
first and enlarge the others; meanwhüe, 
$1,000,000 will be required for mainten- 
ance during the period for which this 
legislature must provide. 
There is al- 
ready a deficien<7 aggr^ting 
over 
$200,000, 
making nearly 
$1,000,000 
which must be met by a temporary loan 
if the tax rate is increased, and by 
permanent loan if it is not. 
Ás the 
democrats have a decided majority in 
each branch, and as a rule, the party is 
decidedly opposed to increased taxation, 
it is quite likely that a permanent loan 
will be made and that Üie date of in- 
creasing the tax levy wiU be postponed 
until the republicans come into power.

The Biehmond Monitor has this to say 
of the F e ^ Mindt^ school: 


"The buililings of the new state aiqr- 
lum, near .Bicbmond, Ind., are com- 
posed mostly of brick, are uearjy fire 
probf, and built separately, similHr to a 
small town, but the houses are all coi - 
nected by underground passages a x) 
wat«r and heat supplied from one 
point of supply. 
The fuel is natural 
gas, but coal oil is used for lighting. 
T h ^ were erected for the occupation of 
tilie insane people of our state, and were 
built out of a fund intended for several 
similar asylums at other points, one of 
which is a home for feeble minded chil- 
dren, located at Fort Wayne; but the 
funds were exhausted before these build- 
ings were completed, and the institution 
at Richmond being nearer finished than 
the children's home at Fort Wayne, and 
the 
children's 
home being needed 
the worst, the asylum at Richmond was 
temporarily arranged for a home for 
feeble minded children, and now con- 
tains 236, who, we believe from what we 
saw, are cared for as weU as such work 
could be done. The washing is all done 
by machinery and the institution con- 
tains a shoe shop where all the shoes for 
the children are made by the boys and a 
sewing room where the clothing of all 
the children are made by the girls, and 
the work is neatly done. They have 
school rooms and are graded similar to 
our public schools, and are treated veiy 
kindly by all who have charge of them, 
from Supt. Blake down, and especially 
are their teachers very kind, and the 
educational work seems to be progress- 
ing beyond what might be expected. 
They have a very tidy dining room, 
plenty of wholesome food, and very neat 
sleeping apartments, and seem very 
comfortable and contented; and it would 
be a very entertaining hour to any one 
to look through this institution, and 
after having seen these poor children, 
no one with a heart as big as a chestnut 
could object to a liberal appropriation, 
sufficient to give a comfortable home for 
aU such children, of whom there are 
1,800 now in our state, belonging mostly 
to people whose income is insufficient to 
enable them 
to properly 
care 
for 
them, and thus instead of being im- 
proved mentally, physically and mor- 
ally, as the majority are who are placed 
in this asylum, they grow worse and be- 
come a greater burden to themselves 
and society. 
Mr. lilake, the superin- 
tendent, was for a number of years in 
charge of the reform school for boys at 
Plainfield, and is certainly a very ex- 
cellent man for the place, and his assist- 
ants, and especially Miss Wilson, who is 
a member of the board of trustees, all 
seem to undenitand well their work, 
and to strengthen this belief one only 
need to question the children. 


"The money set apart for the expense 
of this institution is based on the num- 
ber of inmates, $10 per month for each 
child being allowed, and the entire ex- 
pense, including salaries, must be paid 
out of this $10 per child; and experience 
has sliown that this is insufficient, and 
an increased allowance tu $15 per capita 
will l>e asked of the legislature this win- 
ter, which is the amount appropriated 
in Ohio. And could everj- law-maker of 
our state visit this home, oxtunine its 
work and look into the faces of those 
unfortunate and homeless little chiidren 
there would be but few 
diRKeuting 
voices."
